A few day s ago T he F r e e m a n propour.dtd 
to the Utica Ob xercern few questions in re­ 
gard to the Governor's power of removal 
over certain local officers, having reference 
especially to the Sheriff of New 
Y ork. 
Yes­ 
terday we received its answer, occupy ing 
a ho m a column of editorial space. 
A s the 
essential part is comprised in a few lines, we 
give space thereto: 


If T he F re e m an had consulted a Republican law ­ 
y er who possesses any stand ing in U lster county it 
woul l have learned from him , in plain English, that 
the G overnor of this state is not elected to do any ­ 
thing but ex ecute the laws Gov. Hill is not invested 
w ith police or detective pow ers; he is not a public 
prosecutor; he is not supposed to 1« -running all 
over the state ferreting out m isdem eanors. He is 
clothed by the C onstitution w ith authority which 
transcends that of our highest court, because where 
the Court of Appeals condem ns a crim inal to death 
he has the right to pardon or com m ute, and he inis 
uls i the right to remove certain local officials who 
have been guilty of violating tru st. 
But he cannot 
proceed ex cepting on 
o fficial kn o wledg e. 
If the edi­ 
tor r.f the K ings t on 
F r e e m an were Sheriff of Ulster 
county , and were guilty of shooting down in cold 
blood some enem y against whom his malice were 
clearly shown, the G overnor could not and dare not 
rem ove hun under our C onstitution. 
It would r.ot 
be the function of the G overnor to go to Kingston 
am) bold a court of his own to pass on the charge of 
deliberate m urder. 
He w ould—he would be com ­ 
pelled to—w ait until o fficial notice of the charge of 
m urder had been served upon him . 
And then the 
law would force him to give the crim inal official an 
opportunity to " show cause " why he should not be 
deposed. 
Th cOb serrcr is kind enough to imagine the 
editor of T he F r e e m an holding the office of 
¡Sheriff and then shooting down uu enemy in 
cold blood, in order to make its language 
strong and its meaning unmistakable. 
If the 
Sheriff of this county should commit cold­ 
blooded, deliberate murder, eveu murder the 
proof of which could be furnished by a hun­ 
dred witnesses, the Governor "dare not remove 
him .”

vetoed. 
The Governor’s reasons were purely 
partisan for both vetoes.

Clerks, a proceeding which would have per. 
mitted a partisan and fraudulent census in 
New York, Kings and Albany . 
He also 
feared the popularity of Gen. Carr, who 
would certainly have been elected Governor 
that y ear if he had been nominated, and who 
came w ithin 3,000 votes of an election in a 
peculiarly disastrous campaign, in w hich the 
rest of the Republican ticket was snowed un­ 
der by pluralities of from 11,000 to 14,000.

OSCE MORE THE ETICA OBSER VER. 


A few days ago T h e F r e e m a n propounded 
to the Utica Observer-,\ few questions in re­ 
gard to the Governor’s power of removal 
over certain local officers, having reference 
especially to the Sheriff of New York. 
Yes­ 
terday we received its answer, occupying 
about a column of editorial space. 
As the 
essential part is comprised in a few lines, we 
give space thereto: 


If The Freem an had consulted a Republican law ­ 
yer who possesses any standing in U lster county it 
woul l have learned from him, in plaiu English, that 
the Governor of this state is not elected to do any­ 
thing but execute th>* laws. Gov. Hill is not invested 
with police or detective powers; he is not a public 
prosecutor; he is uot supposed to be running all 
over the state ferreting out misdem eanors. 
He is 
clothed by the Constitution with authority which 
transcends that of our highest court, because where 
the Court of Appeals condemns a crim inal to death 
he has the right to pardon or com m ute, and ne has 
also the right to remove certain local officials who 
have tieen guilty of violating trust. 
But lie cannot 
proceed excepting on offirial ktiotcleilge. 
If tie- edi­ 
tor of the KiNorton Krkkman were Sheriff of Ulster 
county, and were guilty of shooting down in cold 
blood some enemy against whom bis malice were 
clearly shown, the Governor could not and dare no 
remove him under our Constitution. 
It would no 
be the function of the Governor to go to Kingston 
ami hold a court of his own to pass on the charge of 
deldierate murder. 
He w ould—he w ould be com ­ 
pelled to—wait until official notice of the charge (>f 
m urder had been s-rved upon him. 
And then the 
law would force him to give the crim inal official an 
im portunity to “ show cause " why he should uot lie 
deposed. 
TheOb»ercer is kind enough to imagine- the 
ciliior of T h e F r e e m a n holding the office of 
Sheriff and then shooting down an enemy in 
cold blood, in order to make its language 
strong and its meaning unmistakable. 
If the 
Sheriff of this county should commit cold 
blooded, deliberate murder, eveu m urder the 
proof of which could be furnished by a bun 
dred witnesses, the Governor “ dare not remove 
him .” 
He would lie locked up in jail, and 
his usefulness as an official much more greatly 
impaired than that of Gen. Shaler, who was 
removed on that ground alone after the 
charges had Ix-en disproved in court and dis 
carded by the Governor himself, and yet the 
Governor would not ljave power to remove 
him from office, 
“ under our constitution.” 
W e take issue w ith the Ob» rrer right heie. 
W e 
are 
as 
capable 
of 
understand­ 
ing 
plain 
English 
as 
the 
editor 
of that paper, and we say that the con 
stitution of the stale nowhere prohibits the 
the Governor from proceeding against an of­ 
ficial who h:is disgraced his office and im 
paired his usefulness. The Constitution savs: 
“ The Governor may remove auy officer in 
this section mentioned, within the term *tor 
which he shall have been elected, giving to 
such officer a copy of the charges against him 
and an opportunity ot l>eing heard in his de­ 
fense.” 
There is nothing here com m anding 
him to wait for an offiieal notice to lie served 
upon him; there is no mention here or in the 
statutes of auy official who shall serve such 
notice. 
This Governor, elected to execute 
the laws, is made as helpless for their execu 
tion as the sickest man among the subjects of 
the King of Dahomey unless some lesser of­ 
ficial comes along and gives him permission 
to proceed. 
We sty this is absurd—it is 
outrageous 
nonsense. 
The Ubsercer must 
have fallen on some spurious copy of the 
constitution, a constitution which says Ihe 
Governor may not proceed to cxecuts the 
laws upon his own discretion and authority 
but only upon the authority of some subordi­ 
nate official, it may lie the District Attorney of 
county or Ihe Pound Master of a village. 
T h e 
F r e e m a n started this Democratic 
how l in defense of the Governor’s delinquen­ 
cies weeks ago, when we reminded Mr. Hill 
that it was his duty to cause the arrest and 
puuishiaL-nt of John L. Sullivan for violating 
the laws of this state by leaving it to engage 
in a prize fight elsewhere. 
W e were told 
then that the Governor was powerless to act 
until proceedings were 
begun by 
some 
prosecuting officer or 
committing 
m ag­ 
istrate, 
when 
of 
course 
he 
would 
have 
no 
occasion 
to 
act. 
But 


at the very moment when his 
defenders 
were putting forth this pitiful plea for the 
proteclion of that stalw art Boston Democrat 
from his crimes, Gov. .Lowry, an execu­ 
tive clothed with precisely the same authori­ 
ty as Gov. 
Hill, was hunting down 
the 
criminal on his own responsibility, and after­ 
wards bagged him and caused him to be sen­ 
tenced to prison. 
Even these defenders of 
our Governor have not had the audacity to 
say that Gov. Lowry violated the constitution 
of Mississippi. 
T hat state had a Governor 
who acted on the impulse of duty ; 
N ew 
Y ork, unfortunately, has a Governor who is 
acting on the impulse of his political aspira 
tions, and to whom the friendship of even 
John L. Sullivan and James A. Flack is un­ 
doubtedly “a sweet boon.” 
Again we ask the Obtertxr, has the Gover­ 


nor of New York the authority to enforce 
the execution of ibe laws, which includes 
obedience to the laws and punishment for 
their violation, or has he not ? 
And if he 
docs possess this authority, where does it be- j 
gin ? 
He could find amp!.* rca«on for the re­ 
moval of Gen. ishsler in the fact that his 
usefulness as a public official had been 
greatly impaired,” after he bad been forced 
to lay the charges aside as “ not proven.” He 
did not receive a formal accusation from any 
official that there had been this impairment 
of usefulness, but acted wholly on his own 
judgment. 
He wanted Shaler out of office 
and he removes! him. 
He has a political rea­ 
son for not wishing Flack out at present, 
and 
he is keeping him in 
till 
it 
is 
convenient 
for 
him 
to 
demand 
his commission. 
And the infamv of his 
course is aggravated bv the accusation which 
has tieen widely published and not denied 
that the Governor does not need officia 
charges against Flack, even if the ridiculous 
position of the Obterrer is true. 
He holds in 
his hands the disgraced Sheriff's resignation, 
but allows him to remain, pocketing the mag­ 
nificent income of from $70,Qt»0to $100.000 a 
year, until the day is passed when an election 
of his successor in November can be ordered. 
The suggestion of the Obmrter in a por­ 
tion of its article not quoted, that Thomas C. 
Platt is directing the course of this paper, is 
in keeping with its other absurdities. 
We 
are neither under the direction of Mr. Platt, 
nor seeking to discredit the Governor. 
Our 
only anxiety is that the laws of the state may 
tw> faithfully executed and ii* honor m ain­ 
tained. 
The refusal of the Governor to take 
any action in the Sullivan matter was a dis­ 
grace to ihe state. 
And the state is being 
disgraced every hour that Sheriff Flack re­ 
mains in office. 
I ' the Governor to blame or 
be 
not? 
Is 
he 
sitting 
at 
Albany 
wringing his hands, bemoaning his helpless­ 
ness, snd wondering why some smaller offi­ 
cial does not call and tell him to his face of 
the wicked things that Flack has done, and 
of his duty iu tiie premises? 
We think not. 
W e have grave grounds for suspicion, on the 
other hand, that he has Flack’s resignation in 
his pocket, and i> keeping it there as a great 
political convenience. 
P. S. 
Tlit* Ob*ercer says that it had deter­ 
mined not to answer our questions until it 
saw a premature rtspon-e in (he Albany 
Time* which we h av e already noticed. 
It 
now has our entire permission to retire again 
from the controversy if it is tired.

QUEER BLUNDER IMG. 


T hat high 
Democratic authority, 
ihe 
Brooklyn Eagle, recently published an article 
on the census or enumeration question which 
is now going the rounds of the Democratic- 
state press.

It-publican paper which attributes Gov. Hill’s veto 
to the imhtics of th - Secretaty of State, insa-uil of 
to the reasons which tli?.* Governor advances, that 
an enum eration, an?! not a census, shoul 1 be taken, 
imp? rts ? ch a m easure of conscious m isrepresenta­ 
tion into the argum ent as to d!s.*nt¡ i e it t?> recogí i 
lion among sel'-resiiectirg controversalists. 
This statement is the mere extraordinary 
because the man who makes it was an editor 
employed in Albany at the time in question, 
ar.d ought to bold the truth in his memory. 
And the truth is that the two passages of the 
bill both took place in the session of 18so, 
while Geu. Carr was Secretary of Stale. The 
bill was first passed in the latter part of April 
of that year, and the veto of the Governor 
was filed with the Secretary of State on the 
2‘Jth of that month. 
The Legislature ad­ 
journed May 14th, and the Governor at once 
called it into extra session for the purpose of 
passing an enumeration bill. The Legislature 
met and adjourned for a week. On the 21-st it 
met for business, and on the 24th passed the 
bill again, adjourning immediately after­ 
wards. 
The Governor held it till the 27th, 
and then filed his objections with the Score 
tary of Slate. 
All this look place in the 
spring of ls8o. as the editor of tho Eagle 
can undoubtedly learn by referring to Ihe 
files of his paper. 
Gen. Carr was at that 
lime Secretary of State, and continued to hold 
the office till the 31st of December following 
In the fall of that year he was the Hepnbli 
can candidate for Lieutenant Governor, and 
Mr. Cook received his first nomination and 
election as Secretary of State. 
No eecsu 
or enumeration bill has since been passed or 
vetoed. 
The Governor’s reasons were purely 
partisan for both vetoes. 
He was willing to 
approve* the bill if the appointment of the 
enumerators could be given to the County 
Clerks, a proceeding which would have p**r. 
mittcd a partisan and fraudulent census in 
New Y'ork, Kings and Albany. 
He also 
feared the popularity of Gen. Carr, who 
would certainly have been elected Governor 
that year if he had been nominated, and who 
came within 3,000 votes of an election in a 
peculiarly disastrous campaign, in which the 
rest of the Republican ticket was snowed un­ 
der by pluralities of from 11,000 to 14,000. 
But what shall wc say of the Eagle * per­ 
formance ? Shall we say that it has imported 
"such a measure of conscious misrepresen­ 
tation into the argument us to desentitk* it to 
recognition 
among self respecting contro­ 
versialists v” Never ! It has been guilty of 
onlv unconscious misrepresentation, induced 
by over-zeal to make the Governor’s con­ 
duct appear otherwise than dishonorable. 
But it is a queer blunder after all.

County Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union was conveneti in the M. E. Church at 
Milton on Wednesday forenoon. Despile the 
storm delegates were present from nearly 
every town in the County. 
The morning session was opened with a 
half hour’s devotional service, led by Miss 
Martha A. Hallock, of Milton. The Con­ 
vention was then formally o p e n e d by the 
President of the County Union, Mrs. E. L"n 
derhill Burgess, of Highland 
Miss Emilv 
C. Hale, of Rondout, was elected ¡secretary 
pro tern. Mrs. G. R. Adams, of Rondout, 
the stated Secretary of the Union, was re­ 
ported ill. Mrs. Lucy II 
Washington, 
of Port Jervis, a National Organizer of local 
Unions, addressed the Convention, saying 
that the work was being carried on vigorous 
ly in every State. Subsequently she was made 
a member of the L ister County Union. The 
President appointed the following standing 
committees :

An address of welcome was made by Mrs. 
Earle Stone, of Milton. She outlined the 
duty of every Christian woman in .be lem- 
peranee cause. She concluded by extending 
a hearty welcome to the delegates and the 
hospitality of the homes of the members of 
the local lnion. 
Mr-. Peter Cantine, of Saugerties, was ex­ 
pected to respond in behalf of the County 
Union, hut wa- reported ill. 
Later on Mr- J. C. Hovt. of Highland,» a* 
asked to re~Dond to the welcome of the Mil­ 
ton women. 
Frederick Angevine, formerly of Highlaml 
a minister located in Westchester County, ad 
dn.-ssed the delegate's in a semi-conversational 
manner, and pledged his support to the fur 
therance of the work of temperance. 
Earle Stone.Principal of the .Milton Public 
Schools, said in a short address that he had 
not been a Prohibitionist but a Democrat 
politics. He had. however, become convinced 
that it was his duty to heicafter sound the 
Prohib’itional war cry. 
Continuing, b« 
said: “ 1 am uot afraid to say it. and to say it 
here, that our legislators no longer r< present 
the people. A silent revolution is going on, 
and it is money and not men that is now 
siiapimr the local and National Government. 
My party has left me. Now I am going to 
leave mv party.” Mr. Stone’s remarks were 
applauded 
Mr. Burgess wa« escorted to the platform 
and addressed the Convention. 
A Delegates Conference followed. 
The morning *e**ion was concluded with a 
“ Noontide Prayer Service,” led by Mrs. M 
T. Willis, of Clintondale.

The afternoon session was opened w ith a 
half hour’s devotional service, led l>v Mrs 
DuBois LeFevere. of Gardiner. At its con 
elusion the business of the Convention was 
taken up. 
In her annual address Mr.-. Burgees said in 
part : “After a year of faithful, carnes 
w ork, we meet for our aunual harvest home 
The results of the year's work are not as 
complete as we hoped to make them, blit the 
books are closed ; the year has gone, and 
here in this pleasant village we meet to bind 
tin; sheaves. 1 propose in this, my greeting 
to vou. not only to review the work of tin 
County -officers and Superintendents, but b 
look over our country’s broad expanse, and 
speak of what has Iteen done. ’Women 
-liould be home keepers, -¡lent in public life 
was the old time cry. The tirst proposition 
is as ime and as aceeptaole to-day as it ha 
ever been, hut through woman’s demand and 
a better appreciation by man of her capabili 
ties she is coming more and more into public 
life. Her influence is booming, and its ef 
fed is so blessed that man is opening the way 
for more rapid progress, so that the dav is not 
far distant when men and women shall walk 
si le by side to the polls, court room, 
tiie Assembly hall, and possibly to Congress 
Tills is distinctively woman’s era. Her power 
and influence are felt everywhere. Profe: 
sioual life is o|»eningto woman, and although 
the number who follow a profession i-, com 
parativcly small, 
their success as law­ 
yers, pin sieiau and preachers is mentioned 
During the past year 
women hav 
been advanced to places of honor in tlie 
churches, never before given to them. The 
Presbyterian and Methodist elm relies have 
provided for an order of deaconesses, con 
ferring official position upon women. All of 
Ihe political parties are calling women in’, 
their service. They are invited to sit in Pro 
hibition Conventions, to organize Republican 
and Democratic clubs. Thus in political life 
women’s influence is acknowledged. As 
have reviewed the woik of our department

than an empt 
sentiment upon which to lavish our en 
thusiasm. * * * * The question with 
us Is, how can we secure, at least a column of 
space if no inore, on secular newspapers. An 
tagonizing newspapers is not the way to attain 
our object. Let us strive by courtesy, kindness 
patience and perseverence to get the aid 
the press, for any work done in the line of 
influencing our newspapers to publish facts 
arguments and opinions in favor of reform 
Let us fill the hoars with the sweetest things 
as if we have hut a day.’ We mourn the loss 
of our leader of women, Mrs. Lucy Wehb 
Hayes, who made such un innovation at the

George Kerr, brick manufacturer, said to­ 
day that several brickyards south of here 
have closed for the season and that others in 
this vicinity will probably shut down on 
October 1. 


When this Citv decided to grant to a com­ 
pany the privilege of furnishing pure water 
toils inhabitants, it wa*intimated tbatsewers 
would become an immediate necessity, if for 
no other purpose than to tarry away the sur­ 
plus water. Sewers, however, were not built. 
Instead, deep holes were dug in the ground, 
covers were placed upon them and the waste 
material frcrn the kitchens and bath-rooms 
run into them through pipes. In some cases 
these cess pools were ventilated by shat Is and 
traps were placed inside the building. In 
the majority of instances no precaution was 
takt-n to prevent gas from being forced into 
bouses. There were men who shook their 
heads over this proceoliugs.and said that cess­ 
pools were breeders of disease, and sooner or 
later tbe health of the occupants of such 
buildings wouid suffer, and that dangerous 
disease would result therefrom. From time 
to time since then fever- have been frequent 
and diphtheria has scourged households. It 
is said that in numerous instances these dis­ 
eases could be attributed to local causes. One 
of the first things the Health Superintendent 
does when notified of a case of diphtheria is to 
make an examination of the premises in 
order to a*certain whether there is such local 
cause, ami to apply a re medy. The instances 
where he has found poisonous gases coming 
from sink* and closet* into the rooms ot 
house* have been nunu-rou-. It is well known 
that the foul gas of cess pools is torced 
through water-traps. 
The pool Itecomcs 
nearly filled with water. The gas must es­ 
cape somewhere or blow off the covering. 
Usually it results ia being forced through the 
water into the building. While cess pools 
exist the only safeguard i* in ventilation. 
Large air-shafts should !«.• let into tbe cess­ 
pools. A pipe should also Ik* run from tne 
pipe near the house straight up in the air, .so 
that when there is a pu-.-ure en the ga* it 
will have a chance to escape outside. Then 
a trap should be placed in tbe room where 
the sink is located. This room should be 
thoroughly ventilated. 
“I have noticed for years,’ said an old res­ 
ident of this City, “that uur people who go 
to the sea shore are not benefited to the same 
extent as those who spen i the summer in the 
Cat*kili Mountains. The reason is tbat they 
bathe too much. Now, bathing is beneficial 
to a person if not indulged in too often, but 
the majority of those who go the sea-shore 
are iu the water a great deal longer than they 
should t*e. Their vitality i- weakened and 
they return home at the end of tiicir vacation 
depressed instead of invigorated. Bathing at 
home is oftentimes an injury to a person. A 
handy bath room is not ahva>* the best thing 
in a hou'fc. 1 had a fine one in my house 
some years ago, and I enjoyed hot aud cold 
water baths. A celebrated physician told 
me I was in the water loo much for mv 
health. ‘Wash yourself clean of course,’ 
said he ’but don’t bathe the oil all

body ’ He insisted that
